The Victorian Ampol Cup final at Olympic 
Park on Saturday night will be one of the 
most intriguing tactical battles of the year. 
Essendon Croatia has the edge in skill, 
Makedonia is physically more powerful. 


Both are extremely fast. 

Makedonia’s danger men are George McMillan (five 
goals) and Paul Hallam who is the schememup front, the 
man who gives the passes that open the defence. 

Croatia coach John Gardiner knows this, so he'll 
probably have Steve Kokoska marking McMillan and 
perhaps Alan Kerr shadowing Hallam. 

Makedonia’s midfielders are also scorers, as they 
proved in the semi-final against Juventus when Eric 
Lesbirel got two goals, Bill McClymont one and Chris 
Glennon one. 

However, they won't be as dangerous against Croatia 
because they'll be busy picking up their midfield oppo- 
nents, Howard Andrews, Branko Culina and Kerr when 
he’s coming forward.

You 
told lies to the young lady 
involved and didn’t have 
any real concern for her 
feelings.

\t appears that the coaches lot is not a happy one. 
They seem to be in and out before you can say 


tenure. 


The latest casualties occurred at Slavia and Juventus 
(Vic.) last week. 


Not only were the coaches given the push, but the 
caretaker coach appointed at Juventus — its captain 
Charlie Smith — was mutinied against by his players. 


The man was good enough to lead the team out of the 
dressing room, but not good enough to lead them into it. 


This must be some sort of a record — coach for 15 
minutes. 


| think the time has come for the coaches to get 
together and for a union to consolidate their position. 

Let them get office space somewhere central and 
work from there, establishing something on the lines of 
rent-a-coach. 

When the clubs decide that they néed a leader they 
ring up and get someone appointed off the roster. 

In this way,. not knowing who is going to turn up, they 
won't have the time to sack anyone. 

Another advantage in this system is that no coach will 
be long enough at a club to make the necessary 
enemies or salient mistakes. 

in fact taken one step further, is it really that impor- 

itant for a coach to turn up at the club at all? 

| mean, the whole process could be conducted over 
the telephone whereby a coach's identity may remain 
anonymous and thus he need not suffer the slings and 
arrows and spittle of outrageous club supporters who, 
as is well known, always know better anyway. 


Another advantage In this system Is the great common 
denominator. No longer will one club be able to 
dominate another because of wealth or a fluke judicious 
appointment, as all the clubs will get all the coaches 
over one season. 


This is much the same as is happening now, but with 
my system the process wil be streamlined. That brings 
me to another point — about loyalties. 


The famous words of Barrie Fairbrother of Brisbane 
Lions ring true when he said “I will not play for any 
other team than Brisbane Lions, unless | don’t get a 
game after four weeks, then | will be absolutely faithful 
to Adelaide Juventus or South Melbourne Hellas, un- 
less | don't get a game in thelr first team within four 
week, the I will be absolutely faithful to...” 













Cut the Apartheid’ 


Fitzroy VFL 
club’s “Festival of

Financially Fitzroy broke

from the dally Press. 

jan Heads of the “Sunday 
Telegraph” called It “The 
sports flop of the year” and 
decided it was newsworthy 
only because, in his opl- 
nion, the crowd “snubbed” 
Rugby League by leaving 
after the soccer game. 

There was no word about 
the far-sightedness of the 
promotion, no pralse for a 
good idea. 

On the morning of the 
festival, the Melbourne 
“Sun ” printed teams for 
two VFL practice matches 
which were to be played 
that day. 

The practice match 
between Fitzroy and 
Footscray, which kicked off 
the festival at Junction Oval, 
was completely ignored, as, 
in fact, was the whole 
festival. 

Yet in the same Issue of 
that paper, we had an arti- 
cle quoting Dr. Alan Aylett 
of the VFL calling for Sun- 
day football in Melbourne. 

He said every other sport 
“including soccer” had the 
right to play on Sundays 
and that Aussie Rules had 
been around for much 
longer than soccer. 

My advice to the doctor Is 
to study his history books. 
Soccer is a much older 
sport than Australian Rules 
and the people who came 
here from England brought 
soccer with them. 

Australian Rules did not 
exist as a game at that time, 
for it evolved from Rugby 
and Gaelic Football. 

My point is that the doc- 
tor seems to have a con- 
frontationist attitude 
towards soccer. 

It's an attitude that is rife 
In Victoria. 

However, Rugby League 
and soccer have done an 
enormous amount for 
Australian sport Inter- 
nationally and internally, so 
why shouldn't they be ac- 
cepted in sporting spirit by 
the people who ad- 
ministrate and support 
Australian Rules football? 

Instead of following an 
“Apartheid” policy, let's 
follow the lead set by the 
Fitzroy Football Club in- 
stead 

After all, aren't we all in 
this business for the love of 
sport?

COACH AT CROATIA 


In a shock move, unsettled George Cross goalkeeper 
Lou Kastner has been appointed assistant/specialist 
coach at Essendon Croatia. 

Kastner wants a transfer from George Cross. He has 
said he will never play for the club again. 


However, George Cross has told Kastner it still requires his ser- 
vices, and that he should recommence training with the club im- 


mediately. 


The club told him that it would not consider his request for a 


transfer. 


Kastner, who played for Cross for 17 years, is considering legal 


action to get a move. 


“My solicitors have told me,” said Lou, “that | would win in court 
but | don’t want to have to do that.

The German-born Kastner 
came to Australia in 1961, and 
joined George Cross straight 
away. 

He played his first season 
in the club’s under-16 team, 
even though he was only 12.

He played in the under-16 
team until he was 14, when he 
moved up into the U-18 side. 

He made his first team 
debut at the age of 15. 

“The regular keeper, Eddie 
Azzopardi, was in dispute 
with the club,” said Lou, “so | 
was brought in. 

“My first game was against 
Polonia and | was so nervous |! 
could hardly run onto the 
ground. 

“We ended up losing 0-1.” 

It was during the 1964-65 
season and Lou played two 
more games in the first team 
before Azzopardi settled his 
differences with the club and 
returned to the team. 

History has repeated itself 
here. During this season's 
Ampol Cup, young Vic Magro 
got his big chance when

“John would be the best 
player George Cross has 
had,” said Lou, “and the mid- 
field combination of Gardiner, 
Kevin Walker and Tommy 
Fox could have been the best 
in Australia at the time.” 

Lou played 12 games for 
Victoria, and was selected in 
the 1969 Australian squad. 

However, he did not play 
Official games for the Soc- 
ceroos. 

Lou picks Jim Armstrong 
and Tommy Stankovic as two 
of the best players he ever 
played against, and Ken 
Wagstaff as the best coach. 

“Armstrong is so unpredic- 
table," said Lou. “He'll shoot 
when you expect him to cross 
the ball or do a Short, telling 
pass when you're expecting a 
long one.” 


“Stankovic was simply a 
great player,” added Lou. 


Kastner said, Billy Vojtek 
and Bill Mcintyre were also 
difficult opponents.

Even though Kastner wants 
to leave Cross, he doesn't 
hate the club.

It is a tradition of excellence set in 1966 by 
North Korea, and since followed by other World 
Cup representatives from the Asia-Oceania 


region. 


In England in 1966 North 
Korea beat Italy 1-0 and drew 
1-1 with Chile to reach the 
quarter finals where it led 
Portugal! 3-0 before losing 3-5 
due to the briltiance of 
Eusebio. 

in Mexico in 1970, Israel 
was Asia's representative, 
and although it finished last 
in Its group, It nevertheless 
managed to draw 1-1 with 
Sweden and 0-0 with ttaly. 

It was Australia's turn to 
represent the region in West 
Germany in 1974, and it is 
well known that we did much 
better than had been ex- 
pected in drawing 0-0 with 
Chile and tosing only to the 
world champion, West Ger- 
many, and to the only team 
that beat the champion, East 
Germany. 

All these results may not 
have shaken the world, but it 
must be remembered that 
the Asian representative in 
the World Cup is, together 
with the African represen- 
tative, the least accomplished 
in the series. 

On present indications, 
Iran may even emulate 
1966 achievement of North 
Korea. 

We ail saw the Iranians 
when they beat Australia 1-0 
in their qualifying match at 
Olympic Park last 
August, They were fast, skilful, 
tactically well-organised by 
coach Heshmat Mohajerani 
and there was a fierce 
urgency about their play- 


In their 11: World Cup 
qualifying matches, In- 
cluding the Asian Group 
Three games, Israel remained 
unbeaten and scored 20 
goals to 3. Quite clearly, they 
were in a class of their own, 
no matter what you say about 
Dave Harding’s missed 


penalty in the match In 
Melbourne. 

As well as having all the 
qualities outlined earlier — 
speed, skill, determination 
the Iranians were also 
physically stronger than. all 
their Asian and Middle East 
opponents, and just as strong 
as the Australians. 


In fact, in the game against 
Australia, tran won in those 
positions where we thought 
we may have had a physical 
advantage. 

Big Peter Ollerton, for ex- 
ample, was destroyed by 
centre back Hossain 
Kazerani and tough John 
Koamina was crushed by 35- 
year-old Andranik Eskan- 
darian, and oldest man in 
Iran's squad.

Lord’s career spanned 
16 years at a time when 
Australian soccer was go- 
ing through a stormy 
period. 

During his playing days, 
Lord saw Australia 
suspended, and then rein- 
stated from F.I.F.A. He 
also saw the formation of 
the Australian Soccer 
Federation aS7are 
breakaway group from 
the established Soccer 
Association. 

Lord, born In Australia, 


_ played 399 games for 
- Drummoyne, Auburn and 
’ Prague, as well as 50 


representitive games for 
Australia and N.S.W. 

Few players could 
boast a record as impres- 
sive as Lord’s. 

On top of that he was a 
fine sportsman and a 
credit to the game. 

As a keeper he had 
superb anticipation and 
unquestionable courage.

recover, then beat him 
again. 

“In one game, he beat 
two defenders, then drib- 
bled around the keeper 
before stopping the ball 
on the goal line. 

“Then he casually got 
down on his hands and 
knees and put the bail 
into the net with his 
head!” 

Baumgartner, an 
Austrian international, 


came to Australia in 1959 
and niavead with as wellas

It was Baumgartner’s 
arrival in Australia that led 
to our suspension from 
F.LF.A. 

He played in Australia 
without getting a proper 
transfer, as did Herbert 
and Erwin Ninaus (both 
Austrian internationals) 
and Karl Jaros. 

In the end, the A.S.F. 
had to pay F.1.F.A. £15000 
to get re-entry into the 
world body. 

Baumgartner’s nick- 
name in his playing days 
was “Sabrina.” 

“He could make the ball 
talk,” said Ron, “and real- 
ly captured the crowd's 
imagination.” 

Ron also admired Joe 
Marston, Reg Date and 
Wally Tamandi. 

“Joe was one of the 
best centre halves !'ve 
seen,” he said, “and Reg 
had one of the hardest 
shots in the game.

Ron says a lot of the 
goalkeeping skills came 
to him naturally, but he 
had some help from a 
former Australian team 
keeper.

North Shore Metters, and 
the national team in the 
‘40's, gave me some 
coaching but overall, 
coaching of keepers in 
thos days was primitive.” 

Lack of coaching didn't 
stop the talented Lord, for 
about 18 months later he 
was in Drummoyne’s first 
grade team.

“It's interesting to 
note,” said Ron, “that in 
the five match series 
against England in 1951, 
Australia used 47 different 
players. 

“That's a bit different to 
what goes on today.” 

Ron is not impressed 
with the standard of keep- 
ing in Australia at the mo- 
ment. 

“The standard leaves 
a lot to be desired,” he 
said, “but of the keepers 
we have Allan Maher of 
Marconi would have to be 
the best.” 

With Ron Lord passing 
on his experience to 
younger keepers, the 
goalkeeping situation in 
Australia is bound to im- 
prove.

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had enough of the State 
League and wanting to 
play in the Philips League, 
he waited anxiously for 
the break that would take 
him into the national 
timelight. 

However, with the 
P.S.L. season only one 
week away O’Hara was 
still waiting. 

“| started to think that! 
was never going to make 
it,” said Mike, “but there 
was no way | was going to 
go back to the State 
League.” 


Then, out of the blue, 
came an offer from 
J.U.S.T. which was 
desperately looking for a 
goalkeeper after Dennis 
Boland was ruled out for 
two months due to illness. 

O'Hara signed on a 
Sunday night and the next 
weekend he was between 
the sticks for J.U.S.T. 
opening game against 
Adelaide Juventus. 

“It's fantastic,” said 
O'Hara, “I felt as though 
I've been born again.” 

His move from Hakoah 
St Kilda cost J.U.S.T. 
$3000 plus the transfer of 
Steve Adamgikis in ex- 
change. 

O'Hara played briliant- 
ly in his debut for J.U.S.T., 
but what's amazing is the 
fact that the former Vic- 
torian State team keeper 
had trained for only one 
week before the big 

ame. 

“Until J.U.S.T. signed 
me,” said Mike, “I! hadn't 
touched a soccer ball 
since the last round of the 
1977 State League when | 
broke a finger against 
George Cross.” 

“For the first 20 minutes 
of the Juventus game | 
didn’t know what was go- 
ing on. 

“| didn't even know half 
the players’ names and | 
was supposed to be call- 
ing for the ball from 
them!”

On a good day, O’Hara 
is sometimes as much an 
attraction as the game. 
His antics between the 
sticks have to be seen to 
be believed. 

Sometimes he frantical- 
ly waves his arms at 
defenders like a car park 
attendant trying to direct a 
traffic jam, or grimaces 
with pain as a forward 
from his team blasts the 
ball over the bar at the 
other end. 

He pulis so many dif- 
ferent faces he’s reminis- 
cent of Marcel Marceau, 
the French mimic. 

However, it's only 
because he is con- 
centrating so much on the 
play that he gets carried 
away. 

Now that O'Hara has 
been given his chance he 
says everything is right for 
him to succeed. 

“Last season was my 
best ever,” said Mike, 
“and | think I'll reach my 
peak over the next two 


> years.” 


O'Hara says he's 28. 
but he’s really about 30. 

O’Hara Is proud of the 
fact that he conceded 
only 20 goals in 22 games 
last season, which, in a 
bottom-half-of-the-ladder 
side like Hakoah, is a 
good achievement. 

“| judge a keeper by 
how many goals he lets 
in,” said Mike, “because 
no goal is unstoppable 
and It’s the keeper's job to 
keep the ball out of the 
net.” 

A schoolteacher by 
profession, he has vitality 
and zest towards his job, 
his sport and life in 
general. 

However, there have 
been times when soccer 
was a headache for him. 

He joined Slavia from 
Hakoah in 1972 and that 
year the club won promo- 
tion to the State League.
